NO. A. 12011/3/97-CHS.-L~In the Ministry of 
Health and Family Welfare notification dated 13 th Scptem* 
her, 1997 published in the gazette of India, Extraordinaiy 
notifying the Rules for Combined Medical l^ivices Exami- 
nationv 1998, the following shall be Inserted at the end of 
Rule 17. 

“It is also stated that while conducting medical exami¬ 
nation of the candidates called for the interviews, the candi¬ 
dates who have already undergone X-ray Exmination in a 
Government Hospital or a hospital authorized for such tests 
in the preceding twelve months as on the date of medical 
examination shall be exempted from X-ray test. 

This will also be subject to the conditions that the X- 
ray Examination performed earlier fully serves the purpose 
and the identity of the individual is established beyond doubt 
i.e. it is certifi^ that the X-ray report produced by the candi¬ 
date is the report of X-ray Examination performed on the 
candidate hiniselFherself. 

The onus of providing that the candidate underwent X- 
examination in the preceding 12 months and vras declared 
fit on this account as per guidelines given above is on the 
candidate himsolFherself 

The decision of the Chairman of the Central Standing 
Medical Board (conducting the medical examination of the 
concerned candidate) about the fitness of the candidate shall 
be final”. 
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
